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This  genealogical  ohart  of  the  John  Roney  and  allied  families  was  made  primarily  for  ay  greet, 
great  grwndnieoe,  Pamella  Gay  Boehm.  For  tlis  reason  her  direot  line  ie  featured. 

Space  (and  time)  did  not  permit  handling  tha  many  branches  in  the  same  detail.  When  the  chart 
wee  started  only  the  Margaret  Roney  -  John  Eokel  line  and  the  earlier  generations  of  the  others 
•were  contemplated  but  as  the  ohart  developed  numerous  ramifications  suggested  themselves  so  the 
plan  was  extended  even  though  thi6  required  orowding  and  the  use  of  smaller  type.  For  these 
reasons  and  because  information  was  not  at  hand  later  generations  were  often  merely  Indicated, 

"Family  notes"  consists  of  all  sorts  of  information  written  down  from  time  to  time  by  one  genera¬ 
tion  arid  passed  on  to  younger  members  of  the  family;  some  of  tha  referenoes  are  those  cited  in 
these  notes  and  only  a  few  were  ohecked.  Probably  there  are  faotual  errors  In  the  chart.
